Bobby  Brown  evidently 
didn't  want  to  go  where  the  rest  of  the  class  wanted  to  go,  so  Miss  Martin 
told  him  he  could  just  pack  his  little  bag  of  sandwiches  and  go  where  he 
pleased.  This  incident  has  proved  to  be  a favorite  joke  over  the  years. 

The  Freshman  year  was  our  first  year  that  we  could  be  classified  as 
the  high  school  and  we  thought  that  we  were  the  big  wheels  around  school 
then.  Mary  Lou  Barlow  was  president  this  year  and  Miss  Hannah  Barlow 
was  our  Sponsor. 

As  Sophomores  Mrs.  Marelle  Gwaltney  was  our  sponsor  with  Jean 
Stephens  as  president.  This  was  THE  year!  We  had  Miss  Cohen  for  his- 
tory. Remember  her?  It  was  dangerous  to  be  a member  of  her  class  with 
all  the  BB  shot  sailing  through  the  air.  The  combat  got  so  rough  that  Jerre 
and  Ben  had  to  take  Hadacol  right  in  the  middle  of  class. 

As  Juniors  we  had  a busy  year  ahead  of  us.  We  had  to  raise  a lot  of 
money  to  put  on  the  never  to  be  forgotten  prom  in  the  spring.  Deanie  Ed- 
wards was  president  this  year  and  Mrs.  Marelle  Gwaltney  served  as  spon- 
sor again.  This  was  the  year  we  got  our  class  rings  and  we  had  a big  time 
showing  them  off  for  about  a week  or  two.  The  next  big  thing  was  the  Jun- 
ior-Senior Prom.  We  had  loads  of  fun  decorating  for  it.  It  was  held  in 
the  new  Town  Hall  on  April  20.  Everyone  who  attended  seemed  to  have 
had  a wonderful  time.  After  the  Prom  some  of  us  went  to  Cleve's  and  had 
a midnight  snack.  It  wasn't  long  before  we  started  exams  and  had  summer 
vacation. 

Then  came  the  great  day  at  last,  we  were  actually  Seniors  after  strug- 
gling through -twelve  years  of  school.  Mrs.  Dorothy  Robbins  was  our  spon- 
sor and  James  Turner  was  president.  The  first  big  event  of  the  year  was 
the  Senior  Play  "If  Mother  Only  Knew".  It  was  a lot  of  fun  working  on  it 
and  we  had  some  grand  times  at  the  "tavern"  after  practices.  There  was 
a lot  of  work  to  be  done  on  the  annual  but  we  had  a lot  of  fun  working  on 
it  as  we  knew  it  would  probably  be  the  last  chance  we  would  have  to  work 
on  anything  together.  In  April  we  took  the  long  awaited  and  long  talked  of 
Senior  Trip.  This  was  the  biggest  event  of  our  entire  years  in  school  and 
everyone  had  the  best  time  they  ever  did  and  ever  will  in  many  months 
to  come.  In  the  spring  we  were  entertained  at  a very  wonderful  prom  and 
we  had  a big  time.  From  then  on  it  was  study  time  for  exams  until  the 
day  of  graduation. 

The  last  day  finally  came  and  as  we  walked  slowly  up  the  aisle  to  re- 
ceive our  diplomas  and  our  minds  had  only  the  thoughts  of  the  happiest 
years  of  our  lives.  Soon  we  would  be  alumni  of  S.H.S.  but  we  would  still 
have  the  memories  of  our  friends  and  our  happy  years  at  dear  old  Smith- 
field  High.
